On a recent visit to the New Jersey Performing Arts Center 
(NJPAC) for a performance of the Harlem Nutcracker, I 
was struck by the inordinate amount of noise and distur- 
bances caused by some of the youngsters attending the 
performance and the lack of attention toward their 
behavior by the accompanying adults.] 


Q. What's wrong with our kids? 


A. The same thing that's wrong with some adults: 
LACK OF DISCIPLINE! 


Where does discipline start? It is an absolute 
fact that discipline begins at home. 


Children's atrocious behavior in public places is 
by and large due to the negligence of home training 
on the finer graces of deportment. Not beating it 
into their heads. 


Churches were a great source of discipline for 
both children and adults. In the “old days” parents 
worked a whole lot harder and longer than they do 
now but on Sunday morning children went to Sun- 
day School and after Sunday School, attended 
church service with their parents. 


Church was where children learned to sit qui- 
etly, respect their elders, and listen. This early edu- 
cation is rarely thought of as such in this day and 
age, when sleeping late on Sundays, like we think 
rich folks do, is looked forward to, while the little 
ones run wild. 


When adults realized that they would not be 
struck dead if they did not physically attend church, 
they stopped going. Forgetting what the church con- 
tributed to the stability of the family. The church 
has always been and is still of great help with get- 
ting youth and adults on the right track. 


What happened to teaching children the proper 
way to act in public and correct eating habits? These 
lessons are learned. Children cannot be left to their 
own devices and expected to, be able to function 
properly. Train up a child in the way he is to go 
and when he is old he will not depart from it. Par- 
ents have the greatest responsibility for the train- 
ing of the children. Church is not the only answer, 
but it is a start in the right direction. 
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ESSEX COUNTY - Essex Freeholder VP Oliver 
renewed her call for rotated board presidency. Sheila 
Oliver said she is “moving forward” in seeking the 
presidency of the 9-member Essex County Board of 
Freeholders by lobbying the votes of her colleagues 
and by amassing support in the various county com- 
munities. 

She renewed her vow “to continue to debate the 
issue of rotation and other concerns”. Ms. Oliver 
once again cited the commitment made last year by 
the incumbent board president to rotate the top lead- 
ership position. 

“Rotation of the Freeholder Board presidency has 
now become a question of fairness,” said Oliver, add- 
ing, “for Mr. DiVincenzo to seek a fourth term when 
no one else (currently on the Board) has had a chance 
to serve even one shows a disregard for the promo- 
tion of diversity and suggests that he is the only 
Freeholder capable of doing the job.” 

To guarantee that leadership positions are open 
to all, Oliver again said she would favor an amend- 
ment to the Administrative Code limiting the 
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presidency to no more than two consecutive one- 
year terms. 

NEWARK- Councilwoman Mildred C. Crump 
announced for Mayor of Newark, New Jersey. She 
promised to bring about a “real " change. Citing her 
many contributions to the city such as the construc- 
tion of new housing through her work as president 
of the Board of Directors with Habitat For Human- 
ity; founder of the Newark Women's Conference, an 
organization that has distributed information to over 
three thousand women of all ages and background 
regarding the physical abuse they were experienc- 
ing in their lives, helping them find ways to escape 
through self-empowerment and agency assistance. 

Citing her vision for Newark on crime, jobs and 
business opportunity, senior citizens, disabled citi- 
zens and education, she said she would make 
government work for people and business by stream- 
lining the bureaucracy to not obstruct. 

Ms. Crump called for regular community meet- 
ings. She believes *enough is enough," as she 
declared her candidacy.

Queen Latifah's accomplishments to date have 
the power to drop jaws in awe, but she maintains 
that she is the same Jersey girl she started out as. 
She is aware that she has been “blessed with a 
bunch of talent," and says the secret of her success 
is simple. “I'm true to myself and I always try to do 
the right things. I've always said my prayers and 
they're been reciprocated. 


Recently profiled in Essence Magazine (Jan. '98), 
Latifah listed a number of projects forthcoming for 
1998, such as appearing with Oscar winners and 
nominees: director Barry Levinson and actors 
Dustin Hoffman, Samuel L. Jackson and Sharon 
Stone. Soon to costar as a blues singer in The Kiss, 
opposite Academy Award winner Holly Hunter and 
Danny Devito costarring in the just-released film, 
Sphere a sci-fi thriller. 


Essence asked her how she felt about Black folks' 
love for and support of her TV Show ‘Living Single? 
Queen Latifah said “she would like to thank every- 
one who put in the effort [to tell Fox how they felt], 
because we don't do that enough. I felt like it was 
total disrespect to take the show off the air when it 
was doing well. You have to pay a certain amount 
of respect to people who are making you a lot of 
money and bringing a lot of attention to your net- 
work. Fox needed to think about that. I'm glad they 
gave us another 13 episodes to give to the people. 


She expects a new album (not yet titled) early 
this year, and is looking forward to a book on self- 
esteem, tentatively titled From the Heart of a Queen, 
in the fall. The ever-wise and precocious Queen 
Latifah has demonstrated her strength in a way 


> that will put her in the history books as being at 


the forefront of her generation's leading women. 
Her constant positivity and commitment to excel- 
lence and growth make her an example for all 
people: female, male, black, white, young and old.
